November 8 is D-Day for the Regional Library 
of Lower Burks. The day of decision. 
If the voters in five municipalities approve a ref­ 
erendum calling for a library tax, they will give 
Bucks County its first comprehensive library sys­ 
tem in history. 
If voters reject that referendum, according to 
Donald Holies, board chairman of th e Regional 
Library in Levittown, they not only will end im­ 
mediate hopes for an adequate library in Lower 
Bucks; they also will deliver a near-fatal blow to 


the three most active libraries they novv have. 
That is the surprising fact behind the library ref­ 
erendum which, Bolles says, most people don’t 
realize. For the Regional library at least, this isn’t 
just an effort to get more money and more facili­ 
ties. 
It is a fight for survival. 
Volunteer Service 
Regional will wind up this year with an operating 
loss, Bolles says. It faces a S3,(KM. mortgage pay­ 
ment next year. And judging by their 1951) per­ 
formance, the municipalities that have been c o n ­ 
tributing money to Regional out of their general 
funds won’t be willing to provide enough to make 
up the deficit and pay off the mortgage. 


Regional will have to fold up its tent and slip 
away. At best, according to Bolles, it will be able 
to offer only volunteer service and very limited 
hours. 
Much the sam e thing, although less severely, will 
happen at the Fallsington and the Langhorne- 
Middleton Libraries. 
Active Factors 
These arc the three which, if the referendum is 
passed, will combine their facilities and m erge into 
the consolidated Lower Bucks Library, with each 
of the three maintaining its own individuality and 
property and each being a separate and equally 
important part of the integrated system. 
In fact, the boards of those three libraries, headed 


by W. H. Tie* hurst of Langhorne-Middletown, Myron 
Lubash of Faiisington and Bolles, were the active 
factors behind the movement that is responsible 
for the referendum. 
Why do they bolive the referendum is so impor­ 
tant to the people of Lower Bucks? 
Library Vital
